On the Question of Waterworks 
and Electric Liglitc. 



Ed. PsBaa: I think tha people 
of Marion are unanimoualy in fa- 
vor of elect rio ligbta and water* 
worka. Theapiritof improTamant 

is al/road and everywhara I find 
tha taxpayers responsive to the on- 
ward movement. In the past we 

have always shown a disposition 
to kofp stt'j)J|wilh tlio world, but 
tliorc should bu reason, or good 
cuininon business acumen, in all 
things. Now as ttj tho proposition 
subuiillod to the council by the 
gentlemen who have purchased 
the fraiic'liisus, I think wo whotild 
proceed slowly, and give it the 
same consideration that tha busi- 
ness man gives any iiii[:ortant bu- 
siness proposition. I am not pos- 
ted, and would not rush into print 
as a Nestor, but $2200 is a pretty 
henvyltax to bo levied upon the 
people of Marion, especially as it 
is to run over a long period of 
years. It trould take a ta.x of 
something lika 50 cents on the 
$100 worth of taxable property to 
raise this sum. It is agreed that 
the saloon license would pay this 
sui'.i. Now we may not have sa 
loons twenty years, and if they 
should lie abolished then we would 
have to go down into our xjockets 
and pay the bill. In addition to 
this, as private citizens wo would 
have to pay for all the lights and 
water served to us. Thia merits 
tlio ('(jiisideration of the gentle- 
men who stand as the representa- 
tives of the people. 

Then iimny cities and towns own 
their own 2'I""'s, and o.Npericnce 
teaches that in many instances 
this is the cheaper plan. I hope 
tho city comicil will in v(>stigate 
thouglily before jumping to the 
conclusion that the proposition 
made is tiie best thin;; for us. 
Above all things, gentlemen of the 
council, lend your ears to the tax- 
payers before you take any etfeot- 
ive atapa. A Citizbn.

I hove been here ever 
since. Fortunately for me, an old ho- 
tel keeper who knows roe to be honest, 
and believes that I will aome day get 
my money, has kept me and treated mi- 
well. But I am promising to pay him 
double rates, when I get my money. In 
spite ot the fact that I am thna much 
luckier than other claimants, I am 
obliged to ask old friends for dollars 
and half dollara to pay for uiy wash- 
ing, I am receiving loans from old 
friends to buy shirts and other neces- 
sary articles of clothing.

These .'ire the words of a man who 
has been substantially pros]iirous in 
bunini ss. His word used to be good 
for llious.-inils of dollars in .'st. Louis 
and .Ni u Orleans business circles, .\nd 
yet, when he came here for his money, 
he was as ignorant and innocent as a 
"Ituben" who biiy.s gold bricks. He 
soon fouiid that a i'./ii!.Tessnian is not 
the goviM nmenf. and 1 liat instead of be- 
ing a welcom:' uuest in the congression- 
al part lis, which congrt gate socially in 
the evenin^rs. l.e was ;i nobi ily, and 
wholly unwilcoine. That wasbecau.se 
he hail liiit one t;ipic of conversation, 
which was Ills "I'laim;" and that is a 
topic which congressmen do not like 
to hear diKcu.ised.
